Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 2-3,18-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

The Specification provides one narrative paragraph which states the use of a 
voice control , but fails to describe how the voice control system would be implemented 
in the current invention to provide the various adjustments. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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The claims recite numerous occurrences of the term "adapted to" and "attachable 
to". Please note "The subject matter of a properly construed claim is defined by the 
terms that limit its scope. It is this subject matter that must be examined. As a general 
matter, the grammar and intended meaning of terms used in a claim will dictate whether 
the language limits the claim scope. Language that suggests or makes optional but 
does not require steps to be performed or does not limit a claim to a particular structure 
does not limit the scope of a claim or claim limitation. The following are examples of 
language that may raise a question as to the limiting effect of the language in a claim: 

(A) statements of intended use or field of use, 

(B) "adapted to" or "adapted for" clauses." 

Claim 17 numerously recites in lines 11-13 "one movable angled member" which is 
awkward and confusing. 

Drawings 

5. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: Figure 3 should label the control plate as #371. Figure 9 has no reference 
signs. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet 
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submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as 
either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of 
any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 6-11,13-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Svendsen et al. 

Svendsen et al discloses a body weight support apparatus having a frame 22,

fixed members 36, movable members 40, hoist subsystem 70, gas compression springs 
60, control assembly 45, and aVigled member orientation system 26-27. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as 
set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be 
patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious 
at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said 
subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention 
was made. 

4. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Svendsen et al in view of Lighter . 

Lighter shows an exercise system having pneumatic spring resistances 36 
which have a pressure gauge . See column 6 lines 65+. In view of this teaching, the 
examiner contends that it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to provide 
a pressure gauge connected to the Svendsen et al springs for providing user feedback 
of the spring pressure. 

6. Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Svendsen et al in view of Radow. 

Radow discloses a training device used in combination with a treadmill 105 
comprising a voice command control system for regulating treadmill functions. In 
view of this teaching, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to utilize 
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a voice control system in the Svendsen et al treadmill system for providing 
adjustment of the exercise device (treadmill).

7. Claims 1, 17 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
